Physical  I ires  and^ General  Character  of  the  Area. 
Although  Ham  is  not  far  from  London,  and  is  surrounded  by 
populous  suburban  districts,  it  still  retains  its  rural 
character,  although  lately  building  has  been  carried  on  to 
some  extent.  Ham  is  surrounded  by  open  spaces,  and  although 
many  of  the  cottages  are  old  most  of  them  arc  in  good  repair 
and  free  from  sanitary  defects. 

The  land  is  low  lying  (only  a few  feet  above v 
the  river  level),  and  slopes  gradually  from  the  high  ground 
in  Richmond  Park  to  the  river-.  The  subsoil  varies  in  different 
parts.  At  the  upper  part  there  is  clay,  but  principally  the 
subsoil  is  gravel  and  sand. 
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tThcre  is  one  large  lap  to  r Works  in  the  area, 

but  Ham  la  mainly  residential.  Some  of  the  inhabitants  are 

engaged  in  working  on  the  market  gardens.

Nino  persons  usually  resident  in  tho  District 
died  in  outside  districts,  so  that  the  total  of  deaths 
belonging'  to  Ham  is  17,  r/hich  gives  a Death  rate  of  11 ‘07 
per  1003,  as  compared  with  12-2  in  England  & Wales. 

Births . 

Twenty  five  births  were  registered  during  the 
year,  13  males  and  12  females.  This  gives  a Birth  rate 
of  16*2  per  1000  of  the  population,  as  compared  with  a 
Birth  rate  of  18 « 3 for  the  whole  of  England  & Wales. 

In  1924  the  Birth  rate  in  Ham  was  15-5. 

Infantile  Mortality. 

The  number  of  deaths  of  infants  under  one  year 
of  age  was  4,  and  this  gives  an  Infantile  Mortality  of  160 
per  1000  births,  as  compared  with  75  per  1000  births  in 
the  whole  of  England  & Wales. 

Of  course  it  is  not  a fair  comparison,  Since 
we  are  dealing  with  such  small  numbers  as  25  births  and  4 
deaths,  but  at  the  same  time  it  should  be  noted  that  in  the 
previous  three  years  the  deaths  of  infants  under  one  year 
have  been:  1922  one,  1923  one  and  1984  none,  with  practically 
the  same  number  of  births.

Hospitals  for  Tuberculosis  and  Smallpox  are  provided  by  the 
County  Council. 

The  Hospitals  available  for  General  Medical  & Surgical 
treatment  are  the  Royal  Hospital  Richmond,  Kingston  Hospital 
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and  the  Infirmarios  controlled,  by  the  Guardians  of  Richmond 
and  Kingston. 


Isolatio n Hospitals . 


Infectious  Diseases  In  this  area  requiring  removal 
are  conveyed  to  the  To 1 worth  Isolation  Hospital,  which  is 
managed  by  a Joint  Hospital  Board. 

Arrangements  have  been  made  whereby  bedding,  etc. 
can  be  removed  from  an  infected  house  and  taken  to  Tolworth 
for  disinfection. 

An  ambulance  is  available  at  Tolworth  for  the 
removal  of  patients. 

Ambulance  Facilities  for  Non-Infectious  Cases. 

An  arrangement  has  lately  been  entered  into  with 
the  Richmond  Corporation,  whereby  the  Ambulance  of  that 
Authority  is  available  for  accident  and  other  cases  in  this 
district.

Kiver  & Streams. 

Since  my  1924  report  there  has  been  no  complaint 
of  contamination  of  the  Latchmere  Brook. 

Drainage  & Sewerage. 

Ham  has  a dual  system  of  drainage,  and  practically 
every  house  is  now  connected  up  to  the  sewers.  Additional 
surface  water  sewers  have  been  completed,  in  the  year  under 
review.  The  sewage  is  treated  chemically,  and  then  passed 
into  precipitation  tanks.  After  passing  through  contact  filters 
the  effluent  discharges  into  the  river.  There  has  been  no^ 
complaint  as  to  the  character  of  the  effluent. 

Scavenging. 

Practically  all  the  houses  are  supplied  with 
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galvanized  iron  dust  bins.  The  contents  oro  reraovod  weekly 
and  burned  at  the  Sewage  Works.

Schools . 

The  Schools  have  been  visited  principally  in 
connection  with  tho  occurrence  of  Minor  Infectious  Diseases* 
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Chicken  Pox,  ’Tho  oping  Cough  and  Influenza  have  been  provalcnt 
during  the  year,  and  it  was  necessary  to  rocomraond  tho  closure 
of  tho  schools  for  12  days  in  February  on  account  of  Influenza.*

There  is  ono  private  slaughterhouse  in  the  district, 
and  this  has  hoen  visited  very  rogularly^sincc  the  Public  Health 
(Moat)  Regulations  1924  came  into  force.  The  owner  must  notify 
the  nodical  Officer  of  Health  when  ho  is  going  to  slaughter  and 
the  carcass  or  carcases  are  then  examined. 

Ho  moat  has  been  condemned  or  surrendered.

The  County  Authorities  take  samples  under  those 
Acts.  In  1925  two  samples  of  Butter  were  taken  and  ono  sample 
of  Milk.  Ho  adulteration  was  found. 

Prevalence  of,  and  Control  over,  Infectious  Diseases . 

During  1925  there  has  been  almost  a complete 
absence  of  the  notifiable  diseases. 

Only  two  cases  of  pneumonia  were  notified  during 


the  year . 

In  1924,  there  was  also  an  absence  of  notifiable 
diseases,  with  the  exception  of  a case  of  Tubercular  Meningitis . 

There  have  been  cases  of  German  Uoasles  and 
Chicken  Pox  in  the  district,  but  on  tho  whole  the  general 
health  has  been  exceptionally  good. 

Arrangements  have  been  made  for  the  examination 
of  throat  swabs  in  cases  of  suspected  Diphtheria,  and  the 
Council  pay  the  cost  of  the  investigation. 

Tuberculosis . 

There  were  no  new  cases  of  this  disease,  and  no
